greater than ever before, and the 
brokers fought with each other in 
a maddened attem pt to save them­ 
selves. Having gotten away with July 
the bulls centered their attack on 
August options. Prices 
jumped 
to 
16.67c during the afternoon. This was 
an advance of 33 points over the 
closing on Saturday, which was 15.34c 
Brokers Greatly Excited. 
Throughout the day the pit was 
jammed with a struggling crowd of 
excited brokers, w^ho were in a con­ 
tinuous state of uproar. They fought 
one another like so many football 
players. 
At the very outset prices jumped 16 
to 26 points. July and August being

his Excellency, Hon. Charles N. Has­ 
kell, Governor of Oklahoma: 
I have «*| 
read you* open letter replying to 
mine addressed to the Hon. Will Linn 
Secretary of the Supreme 
Election 
Board, and in reply, I must observe 
your effort to defend the record of 
Fred P. Branson in the First Legis­ 
lature Upton the question of “Prohibi­ 
tion,” ’’Guarantee Bank 
Law,” 
and 
“Tax up Gross Production 
of 
Oil.” 
You recite certain pages of the journ­ 
al of the House of Repreoentatives 
that Branson voted for the passage 
o fthese several bills. 
J did not make statem ent with ref­ 
erence to Branson’s vote, but since 
you have seen fit to defend his record 
upon th<»se th^ee bills, I respectfully 
call your attention to a consideration 
of the printed journal in all of the 
stages of these hills. 
It is true th at Branson voted for 
the Guarantee Bank Law 
on 
final 
passage, but it is also true, as may 
he recalled by every member of the 
House of Representatives that in the 
course of the discussion (in commit­ 
tee of the whole when no roll call 
could he had), numerous amendments 
were offered, some by Branson of 
.Muskogee,' in one particular which 
would have destroyed the little bank 
in competition with the larger bank, 
and in this effort, I charged on the 
floor of the house that “Mr. Branson 
was evidently representing a certain 
large bank in the city of '.Muskogee, 
and that as between the little bank 
and the big hank, I stood for the lit­ 
tle hank.” This rem ark brought ap­ 
plause from the members, and this 
brought the first perceptible ire be­ 
tween Branson and myself. 
He, like a few others, fought bills 
and by offering amendments sought 
to cripple legislation, hut when de­ 
feated in the committee of the whole 
where no roil call could be had, cast 
his final vote therefor. 
In the m atter of the gross produc­ 
tion tax referred to, vote after vote 
he cast against it. Besides, he made 
speeches in direct opposition thereto, 
but finally voted “aye” for the pur­ 
pose of making a motion to reconsid­ 
er, with a view of defeating the hill 
by speaking it to death, and when 
he, and other representatives of the 
oil side of the question rose to their 
feet to make a motion to reconsider 
and I refused to recognize them, and 
recognized John R. 'McCalla to make 
the “cinch motion” and stop debate 
after the hill had prevailed by a 
vote of seventy odd to some twenty 
odd, then immediately they began a 
charge of “gag rule” and one mem­ 
ber moved that I, the “Speaker he 
thrown out of the window,” which 
was published at the time in the 
daily 
press. 
These 
are 
instances 
where those who stood opposed to 
bills changed their vote after using 
every power to defeat legislation. 
As to the prohibUion hill, I wish to 
recite the following record, of Mr. 
Branson, I refer to House Journal, 
page 128, Senate Bill 61, being the 
Billups Prohibition Bill, upon roll 
call It discloses that Branson voted 
no upon the motion to adopt Senate 
bill 61 as amended by the House 
Gommittee. This vote was taken on 
January 28th, 1908. I wish then re­ 
spectfully to call your attention to 
the following record on page 296: 
“Mr. Murray moved that the house 
do refuse to concur in the senate 
amendment in striking out the emerg­ 
ency clause to Senate Bill 61. Mr. 
Branson moved to table the Murray 
motion. Lost, fifO-three to thirty-one. 
Previous question was 'ordered, the 
vote recurring uix>n the adoption of 
the motion not to concur in the sen­ 
ate 
aiKcndment 
striking 
out 
the 
emergency clause,” Prevailed by a 
vote of, ayes 59, nays 37^ absent 13, 
in which Branson voted no. I again 
refer you to page 298 to the rec­ 
ord of the return of this hill from 
the senate the second tim e: 
“Mr. 
Murray moved to amend the House 
emergency clause to Senate Bill 61, 
etc. Motion prevailed by a vote of 61 
ayes, 36 nays, and absent 12. 
Bran­ 
son voted no. I again most respectful­ 
ly refer to page 399 upon the record 
made there as to correcting a techni­ 
cality in the vote so the hill might 
be upheld by the supreme court in 
its lawful passage. 
The same was 
approved by a vote of 61 ayes, nays 
36. absent 12. Mr. Branson voted no.

It has been the occasion of re 
mark that John Crawford invites the 
association on absolute equality of 
the poorest and most ignorant citizen 
the same as he does any banker, and 
his personality and the strength of 
his pocket book appeals to all of 
them.

In I St I a republican congress with 
the approval of President Grant dis­ 
franchised every citizen in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. This was done to 
save Washington City from the evils 
of negro domination. Prior to 1871 
the district had local self-government 
and popular suffrage. When the ne­ 
groes were emancipated they began 
at once to swarm into the nationa 
capital, and when they were enfran­ 
chised by the fifteenth amendment 
they began to threaten white suprem ­ 
acy. In order to prevent negro im­ 
migration congress in 1871 destroyed 
local government in the district and 
established 
federal 
control. 
To do 
this they disfranchised every white 
citizen in the District of Columbia. 
But they averted negro domination 
and it was a republican congress 
and a republican president who did 
it. If a republican congress and a 
republican 
president 
disfranchise 
thousands of intelligent whites in 
order to maintain w’hite supremacy 
why should not the people of Okla­ 
homa disfranchise a few thousand 
illiterate negroes in order to main 
tain white supremacy? Are the peo­ 
ple of Washington more 
worthy 
ot 
protection than the people of Okla­ 
homa? Or the people of Oklahoma 
more deserving of humiliation than 
the people of Washington? Or does 
the law passed unchallenged by a 
federal congress become high trea­ 
son when passed by the people of 
Oklahoma? 


Certain editorial productions by Ed­ 
itor Victor Harlow of the Shawnee 
Herald the past week anent the dem­ 
ocratic candidate gubernatorial situ­ 
ation have occasioned much comment 
and some wonderment among the po­ 
litical students and speculators.
